still on hand. 
And compounding the difficul­ 
ties and 
decisveness of the wai 
in an election year were the con­ 
cern over soaring crime rates, 
rising prices, racial unrest and 
threats to the stability of thedol- 
tar. 
In advance of the start of the 
session, Senate Democratic lead­ 
er Mike Mansfield of Montana 
urged a halt to the U J . bomb­ 
ing of North Vietnam 
to test 
Hanoi's willingness to enter Into 
peace talks. 
His words echoed a similar 
plea from Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper, R-Ky., who served as 
ambassador to India during the 
Eisenhower administration. 
In contrast to the ceremonial 
opening of a new Congress, the 
reconvening today was 
pretty 
much routine, especially since 
the last session continued until 
mid-December. 
The good fellowship that tra­ 
ditionally accompanies the open­ 
ing ceremonies Is expected to 
tode quickly once the Senate and 
House tackle controversial is­ 
sues left over from last year. 
Hanging over the Senate Is a 
civil rights bill battle that may 
turn into a full-fledged filibuster 
In the opening days of the session.

RAILROADS IN TROUBLE 
The Interestate Commerce Commission resumes 
hearings on Monday (Jan. 15) on a petition by 
the Southern Pacific Railroad to drop its''Sunset” 
train — the last direct passenger train between 
New Orleans and Los Angeles. 
WHILE THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT and the 
railroad industry push development of fast train 
service between major cities, the railroads them­ 
selves are closing out unprofitable passenger 
trains by the score. 
The procedings before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission on a train on which the Southern 
Pacific Railroad claim s it is losing more than 
$4 million a year involves a new angle. Five 
states — Louisiana, Texas, New Mexico, Ari­ 
zona and California — contend the railroad is 
deliberately downgrading service on the New 
Orleans - Los Angeles run. 
The states want 
improved service. 
The Southern Pacific argues that ICC has no 
power to force it to improve service. 
Under 
law, the Commission can approve a petition to 
drop train service if the railroad can convince 
it that the service is a financial burden. Should 
the Commission order the railroad to improve 
service on the "Sunset,” the line undoubtedly 
w ill take the case to court. 
RAILROADS dropped 68 passenger trains last 
year. 
The ICC on Dec. 22 ordered two lines to 
continue operation of six trains for another four 
months. The roads involved are the Kansas City 
Southern and the Louisiana and Arkansas Rail­ 
road. 
Then on Jan. 1 the Commission ordered an in­ 
vestigation into the Santa Fe Railroad’s request 
to drop four trains running between Chicago and 
Los Angeles. 
The stop order pushed the term i­ 
nation date back from Jan. 14 to May 14. 
The railroads have been losing money on roost 
passenger trains for years. 
Recently the Post 
Office Department has been taking mail cars off 
the roads and giving the contracts to airlines. 
U. S. News & World Report notes: 
"Loss of 
postal revenues makes it easier for the railroads 
to convince the state commissions and the ICC 
that they are justified in dropping passenger ser­ 
vice.” 
RAILROADS have been losing passenger traffic 
to Hie airlines and private automobiles at a dra­ 
matic rate. 
Competition from buses continues. 
And of late the roads have been suffering se­ 
verely from a cost-prize squeeze.

FEDERAL JUDGES 'CREATING' LAW 
One of the boldest and most revealing state­ 
ments about the actual role of judges in our 
federal courts today came recently from a 
New York City Congressman. "A federal judge,” 
he said, "should not just accept the law. He 
should mold it, develop it, create it.” 
This has been the actual philosophy of the most 
influential federal judges, particularly those in 
the Supreme Court, for a generation. 
Rarely 
have they spelled it out in so many words. The 
Congressman, unversed in the subtleties of legal 
language, blurted out the real truth. 
If federal judges "mold” and "create” law, it 
is very difficult to see any meaningful different 
between their activities and the preparation and 
formal passage of laws which our Federal Con­ 
stitution and every state constitution assigns as 
the prime duty of an elected legislature. Federal 
judges are not elected nor can they be discharged 
from the office — to which they are appointed for 
life — by any means short of impeachment. 
It passes the understanding of any reasonable 
man how the creation of law by an appointed 
official holding his office for life can be con­ 
sidered a part of the democratic process. 
It 
is just not possible for us to have, in Abraham 
Lincoln's deathless words, "government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people” if laws 
are to be made by appointed officials holding 
office for life. 
The duty of a court is to accept the law as it 
stands and interpret it in the light of the special 
circumstances of particular cases. Beyond that, 
the court becomes an enemy of liberty.

RAILROADS IN TROUBLE 
The Interestate Commerce Commission resumes 
hearings on Monday (Jan. 15) on a petition by 
the Southern Pacific Railroad to drop its “ Sunset” 
train — the last direct passenger train between 
New Orleans and Los Angeles. 
WHILE THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT and the 
railroad industry push development of fast train 
service between major cities, the railroads them­ 
selves are closing out unprofitable passenger 
trains by the score. 
The procedings before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission on a train on which the Southern 
Pacific Railroad claims it is losing more than 
$4 million a year involves a new angle. Five 
states — Louisiana, Texas, New Mexico, Ari­ 
zona and California — contend the railroad is 
deliberately downgrading service on the New 
Orleans - Los Angeles run. 
The states want 
improved service. 
The Southern Pacific argues that ICC has no 
power to force it to improve service. 
Under 
law, the Commission can approve a petition to 
drop train service if the railroad can convince 
it that the service is a financial burden. Should 
the Commission order the railroad to improve 
service on the “Sunset,” the line undoubtedly 
will take the case to court. 
RAILROADS dropped 68 passenger trains last 
year. 
The ICC on Dec. 22 ordered two lines to 
continue operation of six trains for another four 
months. The roads involved are the Kansas City 
Southern and the Louisiana and Arkansas Rail­ 
road. 
Then on Jan. 1 the Commission ordered an in­ 
vestigation into the Santa Fe Railroad’s request 
to drop four trains running between Chicago and 
Los Angeles. 
The stop order pushed the termi­ 
nation date back from Jan. 14 to May 14. 
The railroads have been losing money on most 
passenger trains for years.

FEDERAL JUDGES ‘CREATING* LAW 
One of the boldest and most revealing state­ 
ments about the actual role of judges in our 
federal courts today came recently from a 
New York City Congressman. “A federal judge,” 
he said, “ should not just accept the law. He 
should mold it, develop it, create it.” 
This has been the actual philosophy of the most 
influential federal judges, particularly those in 
the Supreme Court, for a generation. 
Rarely 
have they spelled it out in so many words. The 
Congressman, unversed in the subtleties of legal 
language, blurted out the real truth. 
If federal judges “mold” and “create” law, it 
is very difficult to see any meaningful different 
between their activities and the preparation and 
formal passage of laws which our Federal Con­ 
stitution and every state constitution assigns as 
the prime duty of an elected legislature. Federal 
judges are not elected nor can they be discharged 
from the office — to which they are appointed for 
life — by any means short of impeachment. 
It passes the understanding of any reasonable 
man how the creation of law by an appointed 
official holding his office for life can be con­ 
sidered a part of the democratic process. 
It 
is just not possible for us to have, in Abraham 
Lincoln’s deathless words, “government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people” if laws 
are to be made by appointed officials holding 
office for life. 
The duty of a court is to accept the law as it 
stands and interpret it in the light of the special 
circumstances of particular cases. Beyond that, 
the court becomes an enemy of liberty.

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RAILROADS IN TROUBLE 
The Interestate Commerce Commission resumes 
hearings on Monday (Jan. 15) on a petition by 
the Southern Pacific Railroad to drop its “ Sunset” 
train — the last direct passenger train between 
New Orleans and Los Angeles. 
WHILE THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT and the 
railroad industry push development of fast train 
service between major cities, the railroads them­ 
selves are closing out unprofitable passenger 
trains by the score. 
The procedings before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission on a train on which the Southern 
Pacific Railroad claims it is losing more than 
$4 million a year involves a new angle. Five 
states — Louisiana, Texas, New Mexico, Ari­ 
zona and California — contend the railroad is 
deliberately downgrading service on the New 
Orleans - Los Angeles run. 
The states want 
improved service. 
The Southern Pacific argues that ICC has no 
power to force it to improve service. 
Under 
law, the Commission can approve a petition to 
drop train service if the railroad can convince 
it that the service is a financial burden. Should 
the Commission order the railroad to improve 
service on the “ Sunset,” the line undoubtedly 
will take the case to court. 
RAILROADS dropped 68 passenger trains last 
year. 
The ICC on Dec. 22 ordered two lines to 
continue operation of six trains for another four 
months. The roads involved are the Kansas City 
Southern and the Louisiana and Arkansas Rail­ 
road. 
Then on Jan. I the Commission ordered an in­ 
vestigation into the Santa Fe Railroad’s request 
to drop four trains running between Chicago and 
Los Angeles. 
The stop order pushed the termi­ 
nation date back from Jan. 14 to May 14. 
The railroads have been losing money on most 
passenger trains for years. 
Recently the Post 
Office Department has been taking mail cars off 
the roads and giving the contracts to airlines. 
U. S. News & World Report notes: 
“ Loss of 
postal revenues makes it easier for the railroads 
to convince the state commissions and the ICC 
that they are justified in dropping passenger ser­ 
vice.” 
RAILROADS have been losing passenger traffic 
to the airlines and private automobiles at a dra­ 
matic rate. 
Competition from buses continues. 
And of late the roads have been suffering se­ 
verely from a cost-prize squeeze. 
All rail traffic was down more than 4 per cent 
in the first nine months of 1967. 
More than a 
third of the 76 Class I roads reported losses for 
the first three quarters of the year. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad, the nation’s largest 
carrier, reported its third-quarter profit had de­ 
clined 93 per cent to $1 million. The Pennsy’s 
merger partner, the New York Central, skidded 
Into the red.

FEDERAL JUDGES ‘CREATING* LAW 
One of the boldest and most revealing state­ 
ments about the actual role of judges in our 
federal courts today came recently from a 
New York City Congressman. “A federal judge,” 
he said, “ should not just accept the law. He 
should mold it, develop it, create it.” 
This has been the actual philosophy of the most 
influential federal judges, particularly those in 
the Supreme Court, for a generation. 
Rarely 
have they spelled it out in so many words. The 
Congressman, unversed in the subtleties of legal 
language, blurted out the real truth. 
If federal judges “mold” and “create” law, it 
is very difficult to see any meaningful different 
between their activities and the preparation and 
formal passage of laws which our Federal Con­ 
stitution and every state constitution assigns as 
the prime duty of an elected legislature. Federal 
judges are not elected nor can they be discharged 
from the office — to which they are appointed for 
life — by any means short of impeachment. 
It passes the understanding of any reasonable 
man how the creation of law by an appointed 
official holding his office for life can be con­ 
sidered a part of the democratic process. 
It 
is just not possible for us to have, in Abraham 
Lincoln’s deathless words, “government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people” if laws 
are to be made by appointed officials holding 
office for life. 
The duty of a court is to accept the law as it 
stands and interpret it in the light of the special 
circumstances of particular cases. Beyond that, 
the court becomes an enemy of liberty.

Leaping Before Looking 
As a National Policy

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Sometimes, meeting with scientists for a solid week, a man 
wonders if we as a nation are going about solving our prob­ 
lems in the right way. 
If the data these scholars present is correct, our intentions 
as a nation are good. But we blunder and overspend because 
we are in such a hurry we don’t take the time to know the 
facts about the causes of our domestic and international prob­ 
lems or the ways to solve them. We plunge in without the 
data we need to do the job right. 
This is true of local problems. We don’t know what causes 
riots. We haven’t done the detailed research we need to pre­ 
vent riots, to cope with them once they break out or to go 
about meeting the problems that cause the riots in the first 
place. 
This research is not costly. But what little is being done 
barely scrapes the surface. Instead of research, men are 
developing theories based on very little objective evidence. 
Some of these may be right, but we don’t know which are 
right and which are wrong. We plunge in because nationally 
we feci that time is short and something must be done. But 
without knowing the facts we may be doing the wrong thing 
more times than is good in terms of lost lives and lost prop­ 
erty and of personal frustrations. 
Nationally and locally we look at the growing frustrations 
of our city and county police departments. But we are spend­ 
ing very little either nationally or locally in research that 
would tell us how local police departments could do a better 
job. There are individual exceptions. But the over-all amount 
spent on research in better police methods is criminally in­ 
significant. as reported by scientists specializing in the sub­ 
ject. 
Internationally, we spend billions on foreign aid. There are 
scientists who say that large chunks of this aid are wasted 
and that in some cases the aid was given in a way that causes 
harm to the country it is intended to help. 
These men also raise a host of other questions. 
Have we done enough research in the economic, social, 
psychological, political and underground aspects of guerrilla 
wars such as Vietnam, or are we wasting millions of dollars 
and not getting the results we want because our methods are 
too often geared to a different type of war? 
Are we making a mistake in tearing down slums and put­ 
ting the people hack in what may be worse slums in taller, 
more modern buildings? Is there research that would give us 
better leads on what the answer is? 
Do some of our most popular types of fertilizers have long- 
range disastrous side effects? 
Do our schools destroy creativity? 
The question then is this: Should we change the way we 
spend large chunks of our national and local funds—a little 
less on getting things done and somewhat more on finding out 
what needs to be done and how best to do it?

Toll Goes 
Over 250 


PALERMO, Sicily (AP) — A 
catastrophic wave of killer earth­ 
quakes smashed across the west­ 
ern tip of Sicily today and police 
said more than 250 persons were 
killed. 
The quake was the worst natural 
disaster to hit Sicily—the largest 
and most populous island in the 
Mediterranean sea — since an 
earthquake destroyed Messina in 
1908 with a loss of 75,000 lives. 
The quakes ripped across a 
mountainous farming region of 
Sicily 
considered 
to be 
the 
stronghold of the Mafia. At least 
half a dozen towns and villages 
were wrecked. 
The shocks also reached into the 
cities of Palermo, Trapani and 
M arsala, on the edge of the disas­ 
ter area, causing some damage 
and widespread panic. 
Hundreds were injured as the 
shocks came in a series of death- 
dealing waves. 
Five trem ors had rocked the 
region Sunday and at least five 
more came today, starting at 
2;34 a.m.and continuing through 
midday. 
The disaster plunged western 
Sicily into winter m isery. 
The 
Italian 
government mounted a 
massive relief and rescue opera­ 
tion of planes, ships, trucks and 
cars to get medicine, blankets, 
food and tents into the disaster 
zone. 
Hundreds of homeless huddled 
without shelter in bone-chilling 
cold, many in fields where snow 
lay four inches deep. 
The full fury of the quakes struck 
in a mountainous triangle roughly 
halfway between the north and 
south coasts of Sicily's western 
end. 
Gibellina, a town of 7,000 in­ 
habitants, was destroyed. So was 
Montevago a town of 3,000 where 
a late shock razed the hospital.

Gall Bladder 
Removed 


STANFORD, Calif. (AP) • Mike 
Kasperak, his transplanted heart 
still functioning well, remained 
in critical condition today after 
removal of his gall bladder Sun­ 
day in an emergency operation 
at Stanford University Medical 
Center. 
The one-hour operation was 
performed by a team headed by 
Dr. Norman E. Shumway. The 
surgeon led the group which re­ 
moved the greatly enlarged heart 
of the 54-year-old steel-worker 
Jan. 6 and replaced it with one 
from a 43-year-old Santa Clara 
housewife who had just died of a 
massive brain hemorhags. 
Doctors said Kasperak’s bile 
duct was blocked and his gall 
bladder enlarged. They removed 
toe gall bladder and cleared the 
common duct leading from toe 
liver to the small Intestine. 
“ His transplanted heart con­ 
tinues to beat normally,** doc­ 
tors said. 
Meanwhile doubts were heard 
in Johannesburg, South Africa, 
and in Washington, DjCn as to 
whether the heart transplant is 
yet actually a success. 
In South Africa, Dr. Chris­ 
tian N. Barnard, the 
surgeon 
who performed the first human 
heart transplant, said, **I don't 
think we've succeeded in trans­ 
plantation of a human beartyct. 
“ To succeed one must beetle 
to discharge your patient so that 
he can go home and live a fairly 
normal life. We haven*t shown 
that 
we 
can do this yet.* 
Barnard said he was taking 
intensive precautions against in­ 
fection in his second transplant 
case, Dr. Philip Blaiberg. when 
he 'goes home perhaps two weeks 
hence. 
Blaiberg 
received a trans­ 
planted heart Jan. 2. The first 
case, Louis Washkansky, died of 
pneumonia 18 days after the op­ 
eration. 
In Washington, Dr. Charles A. 
Hufnagel of Georgetown Univer­ 
sity’s surgical research labora­ 
tory said I^e frit that not wough 
is known about patient reaction 
to justify heart transplant oper­ 
ations at this time. 
In a copyright interview with 
,UJS. News A World Report Huf­ 
nagel said, “We 
led that the 
idence 
tor long-term accep- 
nee of a transplanted huwm 
heart is not good enough yet 
to justify the operation." 
Kasperak, the fourth human 
heart transplant case in history, 
had not only a felling heart but 
impaired liver, kidney and lung 
functions brought on or aggra­ 
vated by his cardiac trouble. 
These have kept him in critical 
condition since 
the transplant 
operation. 
The liver malfunction caused 
what was described as a serious 
setback Saturday, and that after­ 
noon he was given a three-hour 
Mood transfusion replacing an 
per cent of hie blood volume to 
order to remove impurities of 
the hlood.

DRAFT PROBLEMS CREATED 
FOR LOCAL, NATIONAL OF- 
F IC ALS 
JEFFERSON CITY — There is 
little doubt that youths and their 
parents become more concerned 
with the nation's draft law dur­ 
ing times of greater demands for 
m ilitary manpower. More atten­ 
tion is focused on the Army and 
the means it has for filling its 
ranks. 
Hie center of the criticism is 
the policy of deferments which 
has been written into the law, and 
how it often works inequitably 
toward keeping some youths out of 
service while others are being 
sent to Vietnam. 
Hie same basic draft law has 
been in operation since the early 
1940's and a more suitable met­ 
hod of manning the arm ed ser­ 
vices has not been found, or has 
not received enough support to 
win the approval of Congress. 
Tile basic philosophy of tile 
Selective service Law is that 
til young men between the ages 
af 18 and 26, if physically and 
mentally qualified, have a duty to 


serve for at least two years 
active time in their country's 
arm ed services. 
The policy of granting defer­ 
ments in cases of hardship, to 
pursue a college education or to 
retain employment In a skill 
critical to the country's national 
defense Is based on national Lo­ 
in tares t. 
No 
deferments 
are 
granted 
categorically 
for any 
group of people. 
Rather the law defines certain 
reasons in the national interest 
for which deferments may be 
granted and it is up to the local 
selective 
service 
b o a r d s 
throughout the country to apply 
these standards. 
Deferments also haw a more 
practical basis — not every young 
man who is physically and men­ 
tally qualified to serve Is needed. 
During lulls In tile “ cold w ar," 
many escape service since our 
military manpower needs are at 
a low level. But when a Vietnam 
makes increasing demands, de­ 
ferm ents are cut back and more 
men are drawn into service, tor 
it wasn't until greater draft calla 
were issued for Vietnam that 
Selective Service Boards began 
to draw students out of college 
with more frequency, terminate 
some deferments for teachers, 
suspend 
the 
deferment 
tor 
m arried men — even with chil­ 
dren — and terminate the ser­ 
vice of some Peace Corps vol­ 
unteers. 
Moreover, youths who were un­ 
able to continue their educations 
was almost certain to face an in­ 
duction notice. 
It was partly 
for this reason 
feat Gov. w arren E. Hearties 


feels that the war in vietnam 
is a poor man's war. Although 
he admits that “ no draft law is 
ever fa ir," he says that young 
men who are financially able can 
obtain deferments to attend col­ 
lege and avoid, or postpone, their 
military obligation. 
This in fact was written into 
the latest revision of the selective 
Service Act — allowing youths 
to continue their college educa­ 
tions until they earn a degree or 
reach the age of 24. 
This is basically Inequitable, 
the 
Governor 
contends. 
In a 
speech on Oct. 12 at Rockhurst 
College in Kansas City, he said: 
“ I send messages to the sur­ 
vivors of those Missouri men, 
some of them not much more 
than boys, who are killed in 
Vietnam. And each time I sign 
my na me, I wonder about the man 
who was killed. Assuming he was 
a young man, say between the ages 
of 19 and 24, I wonder lf he had an 
equal with that of every other 
man of that age In the United 
States." 
“ This wondering, this question­ 
ing, has led me to the conslusion 
that the chances were not equal 
because 
there 
are 
basic in­ 
equities in our military draft 
system ." 
With reference to those who go 
to college, he said: “ I do not 
suggest 
that most young men 
enter college just for that pur­ 
pose, but consider the plight of 
those young men who are just 
like their college friends in all 
respects except having an educa­ 
tional 
deferment. 
They 
are 
drafted, they may be called upon 
to fight and some of them may 
die.” 
The inequities of the present 
system are not unfamiliar to the 
governor. When a sophomore at 
the 
University of Missouri In 
1943, he received a notice for In­ 
duction during the middle of his 
academic year and was drafted. 
He subsequently applied for ad­ 
it! lssion and was accepted at the 
U. S. Military Academy at West 
Point where he was graduated. 
The law is not as bleak as the 
governor might represent It to 
be. Many college students have 
only obtained a postponement of 
their obligation, and eventually 
will serve. 
At the University of M issourlat 
Columbia, the compulsory Re­ 
serve Officers Training Corps 
(ROTC) was abandoned nearly 
three years ago, leaving only a 
voluntary program for the three 
m ajor services. 
After the first year, there was 
a significant drop in the ROTC 
enrollm ent, but since military 
demands 
have 
Increased, the 
number of enrollees has begun 
to climb — especially among 
upper level and graduate stu­ 
dents who know they will have 
to serve, but want to obtain 
their degrees and a commission 
first. 
Other students who lacked this 
foresight have found themselves 
facing an induction upon gradua­ 
tion and have been forced to 
spend two years as a private or
